In the House of Commons Mr. Lees; 
Smith (Northampton, R.) complained that, 
regulated brothels in the neighbourhood 
of British military quarters in France;

The view of 
the Army was that this was a question 
entirely for the French civil authorities. 
It was quite properly said that we had 
Jut out of bounds estaminets and cafes. | 
hat was true, but they were not put] 
out of bounds except for a specific pur-| 
pose. One cafe was put out of bounds at} 
a certain. time because disorder might; 
have taken place and another cafe was 
put out of bounds because if was in a 
most congested street. If real need arose 
over the ‘‘ maisons .tolerees”’’ action! 
would be taken in concert by our officers 
and tho mayor of the town.. Mr. Lees 
Smith had stated that there were thou- 
sands of unregistered women in the} 
streets, and implied that relations took 
place between British soldiers and those, 
women.

Too Much Decorating? 
= The ‘overseas chevy- 
rons,” I find, are not 
viewed with very much 
enthusiasm by the Army. 
It is the story of the 
“gold stripe” over again. 
Both of these “ duration” 
decorations were precipi- 
tated by the clamour of 
the excessively unmili- 
tary journals produced 
y Lord Northeliffe—and 


therefore, that the 
soldier is inclined to say, 
“Thank you fer noth- 
ing!” The average 
soldier, in the first place, 
has no liking for adver- 
tisement, He does not 
- passionately desire to de- 
corate his person with 
stripes, chevrons, and 
what not. He is very 

yroud of a real war medal 
—ribbons—but fhe bizarre creations of 
crfzy journalistic stunt-merchants . do 
not become the uniform of a soldier. I 
have met personally a number of officers 
and men who simply ignore stripes and 
chevrons, One (an Australian major) has 
been thrice wounded, fought throughout 
the Gallipoli campaign, and later jn 
France. ** Why should I decorate myself 
with things that are worn by thousands 
who were at the Front for a week or two, 
got a scratch, and came home? ” he said. 
“Aye, and half of ‘em conscripts, “too, 
who had to be shoved into the line by the 
scruff of the neck! Pd decorate’em-with 
a thick ear!” he said, thoughtivlly. 


Chevrons for ‘‘C.Gs.’’ 

I know two men who feverishly pleaded 
conscientious objections when called up 
a few months ago. A tribunal ordered 
them to joih up in an infantry battalion 
and they were sent to France—under es- 
cort. One of them is back in “ Blighty 
now: he wears an overseas chevron and a 
wound stripe for 
slightly lacerated hand! 
trast: I know a subaltern who has been 
soldiering for 25 years, and served in 
South Africa and Egypt long before this 
War. He was accidentally wounded in 
1915, and sinee then has been engaged in 
yarious important missions to and from 
the Front. Not being attached to a unit 
of the B:E.F. he gets no chevron. Being 
accidentally wounded he gets no gold 
stripe. So much for " war decorations”!

In the House of Commons Maj. Baird 
denied that we were now making 60-air 
engines or spare parts for them. He de- 
scribed a statement by Mr. Billing that 
“hundreds of guns were firing for several 
hours in London last Monday week while 
no enemy machines were here at all” as 
ridiculous: He made the interesting 
statement that the Germans are now 
copying types of engines which we gave 
up making some time ago. Replying to 
criticisms about the anti-aifcraft con- 
trol, he said:—‘‘ Everybody knows that 
the Germans do not go away unscathed, 
either by our machines or.by gunfire. 
To imagine that there is no proper 
machinery for the direction of our 
machines and guns is to {magine that'all 
those in charge are mad.” 


' DIAMONDS FOR TRUMPS. 

Several rew industries have been estab- 
lished in England since the commence- 
nent of the war, end the workpeople, for 
the most part, are disabled soldiers. One 
of these is the cutting and polishing of 
diamonds, and Mr. John Hodge, the Pen- 
sions Minister stated in Manchester that 
werks for this purpose had been opened 
at Brighton, Wrexham, and Cambridge; 
and he hoped later one would be opéned 
at Birmingham, It was his desire before 
the end of September to see at least 2, 
Gisabled :olaiers being trained in this 
new British industry. The men received 
27s. 6€.-per week whilst in training, and 
their wives received the usual separation 
allowance. “ Seeing that disabled soldiers 
are cutting diamonds, will their wives be 
allowed to wear them?” asked’ someone 
in the audience; amidst laughter.

` The amended constitution of the 
Labour Party has now been con- 
firmed by the National Conference 
held this week at Westminster. The 
I.u.B, sought to make material 
alterations; but they were oyerwhelm- 
ingly defeated. The only new: prin- 
ciple embodied in the constitution is 
the recognition of the individual 
member who works “by hand or by 
brain” -who is willing to subscribe 
to the party. And that in reality is 
more a change of method than a novel 
principle, for the door of the party 

as always been open to any man or 
woman who was wera. to join the 
Fabian Sdciety, the I.L., or one or 
other of the Socialist- organisations. 
Objections to the draft constitution 
centred in this question of individual 
membership, there being also some 
misgiving as to the composition of 
uture executives, but the amend- 
ments were defeated. 

Voting at Conferences. 
On the question of voting at confer- 
ences, the I.L.P. moved an amend- 
ment gers the present system of 
voting, which casts all the votes of 
each organisation as a whole. The

LICENSING JUSTICES’ ATTITUDE. 


Much comment has been made re- 
cently about the state of things pre- 
vailing in the area of Waterloo-rd. 
and the question as to how far, if at 
all, licensed honses in this neigh- 
baurhood are responsible, was raised 
av the adjourned annual meet- 
ing, at Southwark Town Hall, of 
Newington Licensing Justices. Of the 
ten opposed licenses in the area dealt 
with only three were renewed, the 
other seven being referred for-com- 
pensation. Highteen others are to bo 
dealt with at subsequent meetings.— 
Mr. Travers Humphreys, for the Cen- 
tral Protection Society of London, 
made a legal objection, which, he said, 
probably applied to all the 28 houses 
in the list—certainly to 22. He con- 
tended that the new proceedings were 
“ultra vires”; that the members of 
the Bench, or some of them, had no 
right to adjudicate, by reason of the 
fact that they were pa to a letter 
written on Jan. 22 to the Licensing 
Committee of the County of London 
as prejudicing the matter. The action 
which they wero proposing to take 
was quite outside their powers under 
the licensing law, It was not com- 
petent for the ce to make up 
their minds before they came into 
court what line they were going to 
také, and then to go through what 
was nothing less than the farce of 
hearin licensees and persons in- 
jerested. 


Justices’ Letter.

Mr. Humphreys said that on Jan. 26

Feel convinced that a special effort 
should be made to aid in the maintenance 
of good order and to deal with the de- 
plorable state of the area.

He urged that 
it was no part of the licensing jus- 
tices’ duty to uso the Licensing Act 
for the purpose of remedying a- su 
posed evil which had nothing what- 
ever to do with ‘licensed houses.
